You communicated that excellent Author to me, and by 
your admirable Comments, gave me a perfect Inſight into 
him, which I ſhould otherwiſe have been long attaining ; I 
Found that he himſelf had been in the ſame Uncertainties as 
we, when he firſt profeſs'd Aſtrology ; that his Prophecies, 
tho” true in the main, had often faild in the Circumſtances.

And here, Sir, I can't but wonder, in a Nation fo en- 
lightned as this is, in a Chriſtian Common-wealth, in t 
jaſteſt Government in the World, any one ſhould have the 
13 — to Perſonate a Man that is dead: And mu 
more, that he ſhould appear under ſuch a ſcoundrel Name is 
that of Patridge : We have heard of a Perkin Warbeck in Enp» 
land, of a falſe Muſtapha in Turkey, of a Counterfeit Sebaſti.m 
at Venice, of a falſe Demetrius in Muſcovy, who were all Im- 
poſters for a Crown; but I can't imagine what a deſpicable 
Creature he can be, that can deſcend fo vilely Low, as to 
repreſent Partridge. The richeſt Wines have been often fadul- 
terated through all Ages; but to fell the Juice of Turnips for 
thoſe of Apples, Brew with Moloſſus and Broom inſtead of 
Hops and Malt, is peculiar to the Degeneracy of this. But 
as I can't enough admire at the Impoſture, ſo I can't but com- 
mend the Impoſtor for his Remorſe, which I ſuppoſe has 
been the Reaſon that we hear no more the Hawker's Voice 
imploy'd in crying Partridge's Almanack. 

And on this Occaſion I can't but. expreſs my Reſentment 
againſt a Gentleman who perſonated me in a Paper calPd 
Mr. Bickerftaff s Vindication. Pm griev'd to find the Times 
ſhould be fo very wicked, that one Impoſtor ſhould ſet up 
to Reprove another, and that a falſe Bickerftaff ſhould write 
againſt an imaginary Partridge.

to obſerve that the Arguments he uſes to prove Pareridge's 


Death, are too Scphiſtical and too Ludicrous for ſo grave and 
ſolemn a Subject, and the Author of em muſt be one of 
thoſe Scoſters of the Age, that love to ridicule all that's Seri- 
ous and Conſiderable, and endeavour to make my profound, 
vreighty, and laborious Speculations paſs in the World for a 
Banter. 


I muſt confeſs, the Endeavours ſome, and thoſe witty Men, 


have us d to make my Writings paſs for an Amuſement, ra- 


ther than a Prophecy, have ſo far filfd me with Scorn and 


Indignation, that I have not condeſcended till now to vindi- 
cate my former Predictions. And tho the moſt noble, moſt 
important, and moſt admirable Events happen'd at the very 
Hour I foretold, I thought it below me to put the Ungrate- 
tol Age in mind of it. a 

Till ſeeing four Volumes of Writings pretended to be mine, 
and a ferious Philoſopher's Name prefix d to Papers as free 
from my Solidity as they are full of Wit, I thought it high 
Time to vindicate my ſelf, and give the World a Taſte of 
my Writings; for I am now perſwaded *rwill be more for 
my Reputation to convince than to deſpiſe. Mankind. I beg 
you therefore, Sir, to take me into your Protection, and re- 
preſent: me to be that fincere, candid, and ſerious Philoſopher 
that you have always allow'd me to be; to prevent Man- 
kind from entertaining ſo horrid an Opinion of me, as to 
think (while 1 am declaiming againſt the Impoſture of others) 
I ſhould endeavour. to c{tabliſh a more deteſtable one of my
